We recognize tbe call as the call of a great Sauiour «nd 
that being SO, surely there must come lo us the great purpoatf and detcr- 
miiution to fulfil the Saviour's expectation conecmine us. I hope I Bh>U 
not weary my reader with a few words concerning this purpose 

I would say that the Saviour's call u a coll to THE DUTY OF THE 
MOMENT. 

Let no one be deceived into thutking they can fulfil this purpoie, and 
gratify the Saviour's dcnref, by merely dreamiag-of great conquests, or by 
nuldfig attacks upon the niu oi the day; by giving exhortation io the carr. 
lest) and ungodly, while at the 83ttic time showing neglect and ndt!feHnce 
to the ordinary cvcry-day dutieis of life. 

THE TRIUMPH OF CHARACTER. 

All through the ages the Saviour's catue hu triumphed by the trnciiidi 
of character. This ha» been especially seen amongst the common peo^ta{ 
every generation. In the early days there was little Or no facility for piilli« 
work. There wbre no Wgc gatherings of Christian people. The Eune ol 
Christ and the glory of Christ were spread because His power vna nam- 
fCBted in the individual. The followers of Christ chiefly commended them- 
selves to their fellows in their ordinary, everyday lives.- Il Has by tbor 
conduct they triumphed aa trtily-as by their martjrdom. Because the Chni* 
tian alaves did better work than the non-Christians, their severest jtidjts 
were compelled to speak of them as Pilate spoke of Christ when be said^ 
" I ffnd no fault in Htm." 

Yes! Thi& is the first call, the call of the Saviour. And lhi4 wai the 
main purpose of His appearanct in the flesh — that He should by Hla trft 
on earth set up a aiandard of duty and by His character and His teKhicis 
reveal to us our daily duty, not only in the great things but tn the every iby 
things qf life, and give to us power to practice what He taught 

To make thla purpou truly great faith is needed. 

The Campaign of 1921 cannot realize our General's cvpcctaltons apart 
from the exercise of a great faith, Wc cannot answer the Saviour's caQ 
unices wc have confidence in Him. The ob}ecifl set before us ir the Qttit 
Call— the rcatoratlon of backsliders, the conversion of the ungodly, the ed 
ting up of a barrier against the torrents of sin— all this is a usk entiieljr 
outside the range of mere human power. Nothing less than the pouff cf 
God will suffice. If the first dtacipies, privileged aa they were to kntnv 
our Lord's earthly preKncc, needed to pray, "Lord, increase our faith'" 
how much more we must make that reijucst. 

The magnitude of the Saviour's purpose in caving ^e world ivU,it»- 
hapa, veiled from the eyes of the early disciples, whereas wc, ihoufh ntrt 
sceing^Him in the flnh, have been privileged to nealiie tha grealaesi of 
Hifr purpoK in deelring to drsw all men unto Hlm.^ We can eec the gkinna 
contrast between the little group o( men and women waiting lor the bM 
ment of His promise in the Upper Room at Pentecost, and the milUoac' 
His Soldiers and servants who have aucccfidid thcm-^wme, having fou^ 
a gooil fight, now rejoicing in His pmence jn Heaven, and others stvidme 
in their places on the kuttUfleUs of earth. Yes, this is & real cimpaien- 
B battle for souls— for truly "'We must do battle before Cod givH the 
victory." We will go forward tn confidence, praying, not in words mcrd?. 
"Lord, increase Our faith/* but exerelsing ourselves in al! that ne do id 
the recognition and acknowledgment of the presence ol the Saviour^ ani 
knowing that the power of Cod is with us. 

MUST HAVE SPIRIT OF SACRIFICE. 

The spirit of »criflce must Inspire our purpose if we are to effetJoalW 
help Chrlat'a cause. The outward mantfutatlon oE that »crifice is ddi in* 
same aa in the early days of Christianity. We arc no longer Mbcd (oprm 
our loyalty to Christ' to^ bctng^^wUlIng lo fUe in the drcna in conflict vn^ 
wild beasts, or to surrender to ihe stake and the flames. Yet wc are c^*^ 
to take up our cross, to tread the path ol sacrifice. Whether wc be Oili 
cert or Soldiers in the Salvation Army,' can we not, concerning our flcrvKt 
in the Army and the sacrifice for which It calls, reverently mak£ use of the 
figure St Paul applied to our Lord Jesus. "Sacrifice and oFferiPg Thou 
wouldcst not, but a body hast Thou prcpaixd me. . . . Then »id it 
Lo I come, to do T^y will, O God'7 

In taking our stand in the ranlu of the Salvation Army, we arc calk^ 
to leave many things---to leave a heaven of ease and pleasure— often *" I»w 
friends and home- To "seek first the Kingdom of God" calls contraaaur 
for die sacrifice of worldly interests. To obey the Call of the Great &s^ 
herd and go forth to seek the lost equally ittvolvca flacrifice. Does this ^^ 
inspire you. my comrades? Has that love been awakened In V''"^-~^ 
wliich conatraina you to reply to the Savlour'a calt, "LO, I COTA&> * 
DBLICHT TO DO THY WILL, O MY GOD"?
